A novel machine, which is intended 


not only to set type automatically, but 
to correct all errors before the type is 
•et, has been invented by a stenograph- 
er of this city, and patents have bee* 
issued to cover all its vital principle* 


The machines hitherto made to seti 


type have all had a key board, before 
which the operator sat, and by touch- 
ing the keys caused the type to drop, I 
as wanted from reservoirs through I 
euidinir tubes into the stick or gauey I 
inside to hold them, thus setting the 
matter in one continuovis line, wbien 
an assistant broke up into short lines 
to fit the newspaper eplumn or. book 
page, as desired^ In the stenographer « 
machine the operator prepares a tope 
which is run through a machine whioh 
sets the type automatically. 
In preparing the tape the operator 
•its at a key board, which can be ar- 
ranged like the key board of either of 
the common typewriters. When a key 
representing a letter is touched the act: 
punches three holes in a line across the 
tape. The three holes are always-in a 
line; with each other, but'they are jn: 
different places on the line, aocogjing 
to the letter represented. Thus the 
letter A could be represented by three 
holes like these:

and the letter B by these:

Every time a letter is punched the 


tape is moved along a certain distance 
before another letter is punched. This 
distance depends on the width of. the 
letter. 
Thus, if the tape is moved 


along one-fourth of an inch when the 
letter e is punched out, it would'be 
moved along one-half inch when the 
letter m is punched out, because the 
letter m is twice as wide as the letter e. 
Spaces between words and all.sorts of 
type character are allowed for in this 
way. 
As the tape runs out of the 


punching machine an assistant meas- 
ures, it off with a rule which is divided 
up in sections which represent every 
type character. The whole length of 
the rule represents the length of a line 
of tvpe to fit the page or column de- 
ired. When the end of the rule lands 
near the end of a word so that by 
kin spacing the remaining letters 
vould go iato the line, enough holes 
representing the ordiuary.thick spaces 
between words are filled and replaced 
jy other holes representing thinspaces, 
which are punched in by hand, in order 
to allow the letters to come in. If a 
word is to be divided a line of holes 
representing the hyphen is punched 
in 
between 
the 
syllables, 
and 


then holes representing spaces are 
changed until the rule shows that the 
line is exactly spaced out. As the 
spacing is done mathematically the 
lines must all be of the same length, 
and thus the pressman will never be 
obliged to insert a "Dutchman" to 
make a "form lift." 
The tape is read by copy for errors. 


The lines of holes which represent 
wrong letters are filled, the correct 
holes are punched, and the holes rep- 
resenting spaces are changed until the 
line is exactly full. When words are 
left out the tape is cut apart and 
lengthened and the holes punched in 
Double words are corrected by filling 
half the holes. At the end of each 
line a row of holes representing a 
quad to separate the lines for conven 
ience in handling is inserted. Then 
the tape is run through a machine 
which makes another tape with dupli- 
cate lines of holes, the lines being at a 
uniform distance from each other. This 
tape is used to set the type. 
Each type character has a reservoir, 


and the reservoirs are placed side by 
side. A series of pointers are ar- 
ran^ed to simultaneously fly_ at the 
bottom type in each reservoir, but a 
series of ten narrow, thin steel plates 
intervene between the points and the 
type. These plates have rows of little 
hoies in them, and under certain 'cir- 
cumstance the holes get into such a

glides down a shoot and law 
in the "stick" that U ready to 
receive it. Tbe tape, by means of an 
electric current, controls the little steel 
plates. When tbe tape is put into the 
type-setting machine it passes over a 
steel roller and under a row of tea steel 
fingers. The roller is connected with 
a battery. As the type passes over the 
roller the fingers find the rows of holes 
and drop into them. Each finger is 
connected with a magnet, and; each 
magnet with one of the ten narrow 
ateel plates that keep the'pointersfrom 
reaching the tvpe in the reservoirs. 
When a row of holes in the tape repre- 
senting a character passes under the 
fingers the fingers above the holes drop 
down on the cylinder, a current of 
electricity passes to the magnets, and 
the magnets, thus influenced, draw 
such a combination of the little plates 
from one side of their normal resting- 
place to the other as will allow the 
pointer opposite the required letter to 
reach the type in the reservoir and force 
it into the shoot leading to the stick. 
The impulse given to the pointers is 
simultaneous with the action of the 
magnets. When the tape passes on, 
the plates and pointers return, until 
another row of holes in the tape is 
reached, and then the action is re- 
peated. As the matter to be set is cor- 
ectedand spaced in the, tape, the type, 
as set, need only to be lifted into the 
column or page. The speed of the 
machine is limited only by the rate at 
which the type can drop into place. 
Corrections -cii be made in a tape by 
a skilled, operator more rapidly than 
they could%e made in type by a com 
positor, aftd the operation of punching 
the tape can of course be done more 
rapidly than type-can be set. 


Mr. J. E. MHiaspn, the inventor of 


the machine,'; tails..also devised a ma- 
chine through wHch the tape can be 
run, and, by an electric current, can 
reproduce itwalf at the other end of the 
•wire. In tUi way a newspaper could 
be produced kanjultaneously in any 
number ottowris.—JJK-.-T. Sun.

CHICAGO, March 18.—The express car 


of the Chicago ft Hock Island train which 
leaves this city at 11 p. m., was boarded 
by robbers at Joliet, at one o'clock this 
morning, Kellogg Nichols, express mes- 
senger of the United States Express 
Company -was killed) and money and jew- 
erly valued at about $36,000 were stolen. 
Nichols attended to his duties at Joliet 
but when the train arrived at Morris, 
twenty miles beyond Joliet, he did not 
open the door of the car. The local agent 
at Mori is foiced open the door, and found 
Nichols lying dead on the floor of the car 
with his throat cut from ear to ear, and his 
head horribly cut and crushed. The bag- 
gageman was found bound and gagged In 
the next car. The safe was broken open 
and its contents gone. As the train does 
not stop between Joliet and Morris, it Is 
approximately certain that the robbers 
boarded the cars at the former place.

volvers and forced him to give up the key 
to the baggage-car.

all over the car!" 
I looked in with 


my lantern and the sale was standing 
open; the way-bills were all scattered 
around and the drafts and other papers, 
some ol them torn, were all around on 
the floor. I took my key and went to the 
other car and called 'Nick! Nick!' but 
there was no answer. As I swung my ] 
lantern in the car a horrible sight was 
seen. There was blood scattered around 
everywhere and on the trnnki. The local 
way-bills were all covered with blood 
and the legs ol the chairs were bloody. 
In the lorward part ol the 
car I 


found the body ol Nick. 
The face was 


covered with blood and a great pool was 
underneath him. The body was still 
warm. The car showed that there had 
been a big fight, Irom nearly one end to 
the other. On a hook hung a big poker, 
which was also covered with blood. 
"Nick" lay with both hands clenched, 
and between the fingers ef 
one hand 


he held a lock of black hair, while in the 
other hand was a lock ol red hair." The 
conductor thinks the roobers got on at 
tbe coal chnte, near Joliet, and had 
jumped off just as the train slowed up at 
Morris. 


It is understood that the Hock Island 


row! will offer a reward ol $10,000 for 
the capture of the men who committed 
the robbery and $6,000 lor the arrest of 
anyone oi them.

States Express Company, states that the 
loss by this robbery will be Inside ol $26. 
000. There was a little over $20,000 in 
money and the balance ol stolen matter 
consisted ol packages ol jewelry and oth- 
er things, which he thinks were not val- 
ued above |2,BOO.

now to fix the loss exactly. The express 
company is working Jointly with the 
Bock Island railway in endeavoring to 
catch the robbers and the 910,000 re- 
ward is offered jointly by the two com 
panics.

United States Express Company's office 
in this city said in regard to the murdered 
man: "Mr. Kellogg Nichols was a brave 
and trusted employe ol the company. He 
was about lorty years ol age and hac 
spent twenty years with the company 
being one ot its oldest employes running 
on any road out ol this city. Mr. Nichol 
was a married man, but had no children.'

Rock Island road said: "It is our belie 
that the men boarded the tram at a coa 
chute where the train stops, about on 
mile west olJollet.

LOWBON, March 15.—There Is some- 


thing very significant in the simultaneous 
decUlona of the German and English gov- 
ernments to vastly Increase their naval 
armaments this year, although both have 
already Immenie budgets.

The wildest excitement 
prevailed about the depot at the time.

•was well under way. It wns found, how- 
e\Vi, that everything was all right when 
the tiain drew up at Joliet.

S'o stops were matle 
between these 


places, and for that reason it is thought 
tlie mnrilerers boarded the train at Joliet. 
Arriving at Morris, Nichols, as was his 
vtoni, did not appear at tho door ol the 
expiess car to deliver his packages. The 
airent waited on the platform for several 
minutes, and, tiring of the delay, opened 
the door himself. The sight that met his 
ejes was a horrible one. 


Nichols' body, covered with blood, was 


lying in one corner of the car, the safe 
wasTopen and the valuables found miss- 
in". The United States express officials 
heiu say that Nichols had in his custody 
from 920,000 to 825,000 and some forty 
packages of jewelry consigned to jewelry 
llims in the country. The value of this 
jewelry is unknown, but the express 
people say it can not be less than 85,000 
and may be worth double that amount. 


The news ol the killing spread rapidly 


«Jow n town, and during the forenoon the 
express office was thronged by merchants 
and others who had sent valuables in 
care of the company to various parts of 
the country. They all wanted to know 
whether their property was lost forevei 
and asked a multitude of questions. 


The express company acted promptl; 


as soon as they heard of the murder 
Thej took immediate steps to track the 


There was the greatest excitement an 


sorrow among the unfortunate man's fe 
low-employes as they came in from their 
trips and heard the sad news. "We have 
little or no protection on end-door cars," 
said one of the messengers. 
"The doors 


are chained, it is true, but a jimmie in- 
serted will snap the little brass clasp like 
a pipe-stem; besides 'Nick' had to take 
care of two cars, and It Is my opinion the 
robbers got on at the coal-chute and en- 
tered the forward car while he was in the 
rear with the baggageman. It is also 
presumable that when he entered he 
recognized some of the gang and they 
were compelled to kill him. Last night 
when 'Nick' checked up a 820,000 package 
he In a joking way remarked that if he 
had that pile he'd take a night off; he 
little thought he'd lose his life while 
carrying It." 
"I went out with $50,000 the other 


night," said another, "and I thought a 
thousand times while on the run what an 
easy thing It would have been to have 
been robbed; how one man, at that, 
conld have done the job.

the top of the car and wait until I had 
gone into the baggage car and then drop 
down upon the brake, enter, and throw 
the safe off to confederates and follow it.

NKW YORK, March 15.—The greatest 


middle-weight flght on record, was fought 
yesterday morning at Larclimont, on the 
Sound, at nine o'clock.

The stakes were 91,000 a side and a 01,- 
600 purse made up by certain gentlemen 
of this city. Dempsey stood flve feet, 
eight and a half Inches and weighed U6 
pounds. LeBlanche's height was

feet seven inches and his weight 166 
pounds. 
Thirteen desperate ronnds were fought 


and Dempsey won. The managers of the 
affair carried It to a successful issue. 
There were only twenty persons present. 
The battle ground was fifty miles away, 
and was reached in good season. The 
two principals slept for a few hours, and 
then amused themselves as best they 
conld on board the steamer. The ring 
was pitched properly, and the two men 
stood around It quietly. 


The two gladttors stripped and were 


robbed down before the spectators, and

Dempsey wore dark hose 


and white garters. 
Dempsey looked a 


trifle the least bulky. Both were very 
calm and neither had anything to say.

Dempsey shifted ground and tried to 
change the Marine's tactics, with feints 
with his left, which did not check the 
advance of LeBlanche, until Dempsey 
succeeded in putting in a. stinger on 
his adversary's neck. This stopped him 
lor an instant, and gathering himself he 
went for Dempsey with both hands 
straight, landing his right on Dempsey's 
ribs. Time was called, and the men went 
to their corners.

The Rnt Hotnen of the Different Families 


of Cattle. 


Investigations into the origin ot dif- 


ferent families or breeds ot plants or 
animals, have a natural attraction for 
all who have an interest either m one 
or the other 
Whenever, indeed, oui 


interest is excited in any thing, the 
natural curiosity, common to us all, 
stimulates inquiry as to its origin anil 
antecedents 
Consequently, while re- 


search into the origin of the various 
breeds of cattle, as into the various 
races of the human tamily, do not 
seem likely to result in any practical 
utility, they will continue and be inter- 
esting just as long as men continue to be 
interested iu the animal or the human 
races. Under tbe heading ot "Scraps," 
a correspondent of the London Live 
Stock Journal, contributes most reada- 
ble matter in the varied form indicated 
by the title he has given to his contri- 
butions. In a recent issue he makes 
mention ot a work by a German scien- 
tist,

Hebn^ 
entitled "The 


Wandering of Plants and Animals 
from their First Home.'' Culling from 
what he denominates "Scraps from a, 
Feast of Real Learning," this corre- 
spondent brings the views expressed 
by the German author to the support ot 
some of his own previously expressed 
views. According to these authorities 
we must go across Europe to find in 
Germany and the steppes of South Rus- 
sia the origin of the polled breeds, they
